The accused was asked if he had an

He was asked 'by Judge Ogden if he 


desired to have a.n attorney appoin'te-d 
by the court, and said in reply tha-t 
he thought he could attend to the mat- 
ter hiimsilf. 


On his way from the -Sixteenth street
